NE-WMARKET’S FIRST JULY MEETING. 

It was King Charles II. who set Ihe fashion of 
two nieelings at Newuiarkel. oim in the spring and 
the i.thcr in the luitiiinn. Tlie races were iK-arly al! 
iiialches, and the horses were ii.siiaily ridden hy 
geiillemen amateurs, the king hiinsidf ’ not disdain 
ing a few picked nioiiiits. Tlie .IiK-key Club, seeing 
the enormons potent ia! it it's of the inag’niticent heath, 
.nirodnciil a second spring nieeting in IT.-io, a second 
Ocioher ims'ling in ITiiU. and a .liiiy meeting in ITti.'i. 
Tiles,, live li.xtiiri's were furllier increased to seven 
liy llic esralilishmeiit. in 1770. of the Ilonghton ami 
Craven meetings. For ahont a dozen j'ears. Iiow ■ 
ever, tlie spcond spring affair was ahandoiK'd, hut 
llii' was ipiickly restored to the "Calendar." Tlie 
linal addition lo tlie list of reunions on tiie classic 
Ilea 111 was made in LS'.IO, wlien tlie inangii<*:il second 
.Inly meeting was held, of all these ims'lings:. the 

two celchraUsl in July are. socially at least, the

The .Inl.v Slakes is cine of the oldest ('vt'nis in 
tile "Itaciiig Cal'iidar." and for many years was 
Ihe nii.sl valuahle and iinporlaiil of 1 lie races con 
lined eiiliri'ly to I wo-yearwilds.

I ie..(ii,oud. Ikirlclcs. (iorgos and While Star liavi* 
won the .Inlv .Stakes in their first sea.sons. 

1 1 provided a very tiolahie rai-e in 1,S,'{6. when 
three aninials. Lord Oeford's .trinenia. (Tdonel Peel’s 
Tille (|e .loie filly, ami Lord Exeter’s Corban. ran a 
■dead Ileal. There v\as great excitement at tliis 
iinusM.i? result, and speculation over tlm deciding 
ileal was fast and furious, 'fhe gray daughter of 
>snlian and Fille de Joie, the inoiiiit of Davis, was 
favorili' for the run off, hut she was the last of the 
lliree at Ihe finish. Armenia getting the better of 
• drhaii. the brother lo Iteirani. after another fine 
Ni niggle. The winner did little giKid afterwards, 
lull Corliati developed into a ri'iilly goml animal. 

Ttnff,’’ in its list of great winners, gives Col mel 
!is the winner of the .Inly Stake.s in 1S41. This is 
an error. "nie .Inly Stakes that year fell to 
Chatliam. a chestnut I'olt by The Colonel — Hester. 
>■eIonging lo Colonel Peel. Chatham. In the first 
instance, merely tied with Lord Itruce’s Rostrum, 
bill vaiKinislied him decisively in the deciding heat. 
In PsllK the race fell to a colt confidently expeeteii 
in his juvenile days to blossom into a Derby winner, 
'fliis was the Duke of Richmond’s Rulwark. a son 
of Defeiiei* out of Kuropa. which John Day described 
as a "colt and a half" to his ducal owner. The 
"c(di and a half,’’ howev(*r, was not always to tie 
rdieil n|Min to do his hest. and two days later, in 
the Chesterfield Stakes, was beaten by Mr. Ford’s 
daifgliler of Rowton, by name Minima. Rulwark 
did not even run in the Derby of the following 
.vciir. a race which fell to RIoomsbury. 

.^IHirt at Ihe Newmarket First Jul.v meeting was 
(ificn of very indifferent class forty years or so ago 
niiil was practically kept alive by the matches that 
•»ver(' included in the program. In 1S70, for instance, 
fltc matches were decided, the most important and 
.‘uien'sling of these being that lietween Levant and 
CiT.'')"'*® •’of on the opening day. Constable 

rod(f licvant. a filly that had won the .lulv Stakes 
Inclve months pri'vioiisly. and Parry had tlie mount 
on the pther. The "race” was a farce. Lord Rose 
Is-ry’s irUy strolling home at her leisure some thirty 
lengths it? front of her opponent. The handsome anil 
bbsHllike t''baniant. winner of the Two Thousand in 
1S77, made his debut at this July meeting, and 
Mpringliehi’s victory in the July Cup gave it addi- 
tional distinction. 

A match fffr .C.'iOO l>etween .\vowal. one of the 
*uost moderate horses in training, and a pure bred 
Arab was one of the features of the First Julv 
HKH'ting in 1877. T. Chaloner rode Avowal and J. 
Jones was on the Arab, which w.ss favorite at 2 
to I on. The ns«'lessness of Arab horses for racing 
pur^voses was once more provi'd by this match, 
.Mep being beaten by thirty lengths. Springfield, 
llie late .Mr. Houldsworth’s idol, again won the 
Julv Cup that season, defeating with ease such flyers 
as 'Prappist, Lollypop and Ecoesais. 

One of the most exciting races ever seen at New- 
nnarket was that for the July Stakes in 1884. the 
iIHirtici|iants being Melton and Luminary. Neither 
iiiad lieen Iteaten: each had been tried of the very 
iiighest class, and partisanship ran high. Wehb rode 
t.iiminary, a ver.v stylish son of Beaticlerc- — Stella, 
trained h.v .Tohn Porter. .Archer was on Melton, 
which had made a brilliant debut in the New Stakes 
«t Ascot. The betting at the start was 11 to 10

Melton, lo to 1 Lnniinary, and there were four other 
ninners. These, however, could not live with the 
two cracks, whieli ran a lerrilie race lioine, tin' 
Kingslere colt Iiealiiig .Mat Dawson's liy a head. Ttie 
siilisis|iienl eare('r.s of tlie two, Ixiwever. were in 
narked contrast. 'I lie sl:aiiely. elegant .Melton de 
veloiMsl into a Ibrhy and St. Legi'r winner, and 
poor Liimiiiary inriKxl roarer, and did little good 
afterwards. 

In 18.82 ITed .\rclicr roile ten winners at the I- irst 
Inly and was secoial in six v'ther races. It was a 
favorite meeting of tlie great jockey, which in 1-S.S.7 
backed himself for a larg«' sum to ride tiw; winners 
of not less Ilian nine races during tlie four days. 
He failed to land this wager, however, his siiccess- 
fnl rides only mimliering five. In 18 , 8 »i .-Vreher won 
tin* .Inly Stakes on Mr. Raird's handsome Sterling 
colt. Enterprise, wliieh would almost certainly have 
won Ihe following year's Derby had lie not gone 
wrong on the Saturday before the race. 

If the "Newmarket First July'’ does not make 
mnch turf history thesi' days it js a ver.v deliglitfnl 
eelehratioii and is dear to the hearts of lliose who 
like to take their racing (pilctly. Tlierc is a nqxist' 
and calm alxuif it whicli feverish Epsom and strenu- 
ous .Kscot do not possess. — G. R. H. L., in London 
S|Kirtsir.an. 

HOW THE CALCUTTA SWEEP IS CONDUCTED. 



Tlie gi'neral popularity of the Derby ‘‘sweep’’ Is 
undoiiblcdly one of the most interesting features 
of that classical eveni of the turf. In almost every 
factory, shop and ofiice "sweeps’’ are organized, em- 
ployees placing their thrci'iiences, slx|iences and 
sliillings in the pinii in the hope of drawing a fa- 
vorite and winning a pound or two, wliile on a 
much larger .scale — the entrance fees raugiug from 
$2..7it to $ 2 . 7 — "sweeps" are carrietl on at the big 
politieal, s|iortiDg and sot'ial clubs aud such places 
as the Stock Exchange aud Lloyd’s, the prlzots in 
many cases running into thousands of dollars. In- 
deed. it is uo exaggeration to sa.v that millions <-f 
people, the majority of whom wotild probabl.v strong- 
ly oliject to ganililing and all its evils, lake part In 
Derliy “sweeps” every year. 

Tlie biggest Derby ‘‘sweeps,’’ however, are con- 
ducted in our colonies — at Calcutta, Johannesburg, 
and .Melhoitrne. While, however, in the case of the 
last two the first prizes usually reach about $10<). 
isk). that of the ralcutta “sweep” generally totals 
up to over $2.70,000. Aud It is possible for this sum 
to tie won by an oittlay of aboiit'$3.3u (ten niiieesi. 
Something like half a million tickets are sold annu- 
ally, and the methiKl is adopted of giving 40 per 
cent of the total receipts to the drawer of the win- 
ner of the race: 20 per cent to the drawer of the 
second horse, and 10 per cent to the drawer of t'ae 
third, the remaining 30 per cent, less 10 jier c*.'iil 
for exitenses, licing divided among those lucky 
enough to have drawn a starter in the race and those 
who have drawn a non-mnner entered for the race. 
•\s a matter of fact, subscribers who even draw 
liorscs which do not start for some reason or au- 
otlK'r may profit to the extent of something like $300. 

World-Wide interest is aroused by this “sweep,” 
and tickets are applied for from all parts of the 
world. It should be pointed out, for the benefit of 
those who would like to participate in this gigantic 
“sweep,” however, that tickets are only issued to 
members of the Calcutta Turf Club, and one can 
only obtain a ticket through a raejiiber of the club; 
but there Is uo limit to the number of tickets a 
member may get. 

Tills gigantic “sweep” originated some years ago. 
when Lord William Reresford was Military Secre- 
tary to the Viceroy of India. He conceived the ide,a 
of organizing a Derliy “sweep” at the Calcutta Turf 
Club, and in order to increase the value of the 
prizes the “sweep” was advertised among all Anglo- 
Indians — civiliaus. soldiers, niercbaiits and planters. 
The result was that it quickly assumed gigantic 
proportions, and has grown enormously within the 
last decade. Ten .vears ago the first prize was 
rather over $100,000; now it Is over $300,000, the 
winning of which, of course, makes one independent 
for life. 

It is not often, however, that one person wins the 
whole of the first prize, for the simple reason that 
when It is known who has drawn a horse, syndicati's 
formed in India of ollicers and civilians ‘approach 
the lucky drawers and offer to purchase their ticket, 
or part of their ticket, for a certain sum. 

For instance, the winner of the first prize last 
year. Dr. Rolton. the emigration agent for Trinidad, 
resident in Calcutta, who drew Sunstar, accepted 
an offer of $60,000 for a half share In his ticket 
The first prize, amounting to $:100,000— he thus 
won altogether $210,000. while Mr. Awberry, the 
Workhouse Master of Warrington, who drew Sted- 
fast, the horse which came in second, disposed of a 
half share in his ticket to a syndicate for $6,000 
His prize came to $170,000, so that, after handing 
over tlie half share, less the purchase money. Mr 
-\wberry netted $91,000 for an outlay of about $10 
having purchased three tickets. 

Then .again, $160,000 of the first prize in the Cal- 
cutta “sweep” was won in 1910 on an outlay of 
less than $.7 by Captain H. T. Raban. of the Indian 
Army. When the captain heard that he had drawn 
I.embprg he sold half his ticket for $37,500, retain- 
ing his right to the other half of the prize, which 
was worth $2.70,000. Again, another lucky subscriber 
who drew the late King Edward’s horse, Minoru, 
In 1909. disposed of a share in his ticket for the 
substantial sum of $:10,000. Had he retained the 
whole interest be would of course bare dune a great 



deal Im'Uit, liiit us it was lie receivi'd altogether 
llod.lHai, enough lo I'liahh* him lo live in liixurv 
lor Hie remainder of hi.s days. 

lhal these syndicates who liiiy up the tickets or 
part tickets, of lucky drawers finds tlie liiisiness a 
imititalile one is evident from Ihe fact lhal on last 
year's Derby it is estimated that Hk'.v made a 
profit of $170.0110, for. of course, there are many 
subscribers wlio. alllioiigh they draw one of the fa’ 
vorit.'s, think it is tietter to make sure of $2.7.ia»0 or 
8.‘>0.<akl offered to them liy a sj'iidieati' rather than 
lake their elianee of Iheir horse being beaten ami 
drawing a niiieU less sniii. 

I'lie manner in wliieli the draw is conducted is 
ipnie siinide and scrupulously fair. It is made on 
Ihe Saturday preceding the Wednesday on wiiicli 
tlie race is run. The inimtiers of all tlie tickets sold 
are placed in one revolving barrel, wliile in another 
are placed the naux^s of all the horses originally 
iiominati'd and entered for the race. Then a blind’ 
loliled Ixiy dr.aws a nnmlx'r from one harrell and 
another blindfolded hoy the name of a horse from the 
other. .\fler each draw the barrels are revolved, 
giving all the iimnhers and horses a shake up. Those 
people drawing starting liorses are immediately noti- 
fied hy wire, no matter to what part of the’ world 
lliey may have gone. — Ixindon Tid Rits.

H. T. BATCHELER’S OLD PLATER SCORES 
THREE TIMES IN SUCCESSION. 



Kentuckians Reported to Have Profited Handsomely 
by Victory of Merode at Lagoon Track — 
Shipments to Butte Begin.
